WASHINGTON.— (fP) —The organ- 


ized textile workers lined up solidly 
Wednesday behind President Roose- 
velt's 
capital-labor 
truce 
proposal, 


suggesting n six months' armistice, 
but warning that "renewal of con- 
flict" was imminent unless the peace- 
ful methods suggested by the execu- 
tive could be brought into swift and 
effective action. 


Mr. Roosevelt, hopeful for im end 


to industrial disputes, continued his 
conferences on.the peace plan and re- 
covery measures. He conferred with 
William C. Potter, New York banker- 
industrialist; Senator Wagner, Demo- 
crat, New York, author of much ot 
the administration's labor legislation. 
and Hugh S. Johnson, the retiring 
NRA chief. 


The chief executive announced con- 


sideration was being Riven lo possible 
changes in the minimum wage clauses 
of NRA codes. The idea, be indicat- 
ed, was to spread production .so ns to 
guarantee a living annual wage. He 
related instances where some workers 
in the automobile industry were gtt- 
liiiR H good hourly or d^ily wayu. but 
worked only a few months a year. 


In the first formal acceptance of 


the president's industrial peace plan. 
Friincis J. Gorman, vice president of 
the United Textile Workers, wrote Mr. 
Roosevelt the textile 
workers were 


willing to enter into a half year truce. 
During that time, Gorman said, the 
union would permit "no stoppage of 
work" in protest against any findings 
af tho Textile or National Labor Ro- 
.ations Boards.

He said he 
was to hold the money pending the 
outcome of litigation to determine 
whether the insurance companies were 
liable for the payment. 


He told tho jury he deposited about 


$5,600 of the money in the Bank of 
Mountain City and the remainder in 
the Hamilton National bank of John- 
son City in his name as insurance 
commissioner, credited to the back tax 
account. 


After receiving tho money, he tes- 


tified he agreed to lend it to a "fi- 
nance committee managinc; the cam- 
paign of Gov. Hill McAHster," and 
turned it over to the committee in 
October, 1932. 


The committc'J, he said, WHS sup- 


posed to refund the money to him, 
but instead "used it for political pur- 
poses in tho oampfigii."
